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Low-down on what Super Tuesday 
Is All About lor Greenbelt Voters

The upcoming “Super Tuesday” presidential primaries 
on March 8 appear to have generated little interest m 
Greenbelt. Registration in the city has declined signifi¬ 
cantly since 1984. Total registration in both the county and 
the Fifth Legislative Congressional District, however, 
have increased slightly. (See chart.) Local political pun¬ 
dits opine that a major factor behind this apathy is the 
change of primary date from “balmy” May to wintry 
March. 


As the Democratic and Re¬ 
publican parties head into the 
contests the name of the game 
is delegates. Up for grabs in 
Maryland’s eight congressional 
legislative districts are 44 Dem¬ 
ocratic and 24 Republican dele¬ 
gate seats. Additional delegates 
— 33 for the Democrats and 17 
for the Republicans — will be 
selected in the spring by the 
State Central Committee of both 
parties. 

Maryland Republicans and De¬ 
mocrats will also be voting on 
March 8 for their presidential 
preference and for United States 
Senator and representatives to 
Congress. In the Fifth Con¬ 
gressional Legislative District, 
which includes Greenbelt, Sen¬ 
ator Paul H. Sarbanes is seeking 
a third term and Congressman 
Steny Hoyer a fourth term. 

Of key interest on “Super 
Tuesday” is how a total of 1.307 
Democratic and 803 Republican 
delegates in 20 states — 14 of 
them in the south — and one 
U.S. territory will split among 
the presidential candidates. Win¬ 
ners will attend national conven¬ 
tions this summer where they 
will nominate their party’s stan¬ 
dard-bearer in the November 
presidential general election. 

Democrats 

According to staff members of 
the Democratic National Com¬ 
mittee, 77 delegates and 22 al¬ 
ternates from Maryland will be 
among the 4,162 delegates at¬ 
tending the Democratic National 
Convention in Atlanta, July 18- 
21. To be nominated the presi¬ 
dential standard-bearer for the 
party, a candidate must gamer 
2,082 delegate votes. 

Of the 77 Maryland delegates, 
44 will be elected on “Super 
Tuesday” (along with 14 alter¬ 
nates); 10 will not be pledged 
to any candidate and will come 
from the ranks of party and el¬ 
ected officials; nine will be party 
leaders and elected officials cho¬ 
sen by the Democratic State 
Committee in May, and will at¬ 
tend the convention bound to a 
candidate; and 14 at-large dele¬ 
gates and eight alternates will 
be selected by the central com¬ 
mittee, (Any registered Mary¬ 
lander may apply to the cen¬ 
tral committee for consideration 
as a delegate.) 

An important change in the 
rules this year stipulates that 
a candidate who receives 15% or 
more of the statewide vote will 
receive a proportionate share of 
the 23 delegates chosen by the 


State Central Committee. Del- 
gates attending the Democratic 
National Convention are theoret¬ 
ically not bound to support can¬ 
didates to whom they are 
pledged. However, a spokespers¬ 
on for the National Committee 
said that according to the rules, 
“delegates must vote in good 
conscience according to the 
wishes of the people who voted 
for them.” - 

Republicans 

The Republican National Con¬ 
vention will be held in New Or¬ 
leans, August 15-18. Among the 
2,277 participating delegates will 
be 41 delegates from Maryland 
— 24 elected in the March 8 pri¬ 
mary and 17 by the Republican 
State Central Committee. (Any 
registered Republican in Mary¬ 
land may apply to the central 
committee to be considered for 
inclusion in the latter group.) 


Primary - March 8 

Primary Day 1988 is Tues¬ 
day March 8. Polls will be 
open from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. at 
Greenbelt’s four polling plac¬ 
es — Center School (third 
precinct); Sit. Hugh’s School 
(sixth precinct); Springhill 
Lake School (eighth pre¬ 
cinct); and Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School (thirteenth pre¬ 
cinct). 

Only registered Democrats 
and Republicans may vote in 
the primary. 


The presidential standard bearer 
for the Republican party must 
obtain a majority vote (50% 
plus 1) of the 2,227 delegates 
attending the convention. 

According to a spokesperson 
for the Republican party, rules 
stipulate that the three elected 
delegates from each congres¬ 
sional district in Maryland are 
all bound at the convention to 
the presidential candidate who 
finishes first in that district for 
two ballots. Similarly the 17 
delegates selected by the State 
Central Committee must support 
the top statewide presidential 
preference. 

However, delegates at the na¬ 
tional convention may be releas¬ 
ed if the presidential candidate 
to whom they are bound with¬ 
draws, releases them or fails to 
receive 35% of the votes on the 
first ballot. 

Each of the 41 delegates at¬ 
tending the convention will 
choose one alternate. 


Who's on the Ballot

When Greenbelt’s registered 
Democrats and Republicans close 
the curtains of their polling 
booths next Tuesday, they will 
be facing the designated pri¬ 
mary ballots for the Fifth Con¬ 
gressional Legislative District. 
Those who declined party affili¬ 
ation or are registered in other 
than the Republican or Demo¬ 
cratic parties are ineligible to 
vote on March 8. 

The upper portion of the bal¬ 
lot is reserved for Democrats, 
the lower portion for Republic¬ 
ans. On the Democratic side the 
contenders for the presidential 
nomination are Bruce Babbitt 
(his withdrawal from the race 
came too late to delete his name 
from the ballot), Albert Gore, 
Jr., Lyndon H. LaRouche, Jr., 
Michael S. Dukakis, Gary W. 
Hart, Paul Simon, Richard A. 
Gephardt and Jesse L. Jackson. 
There is also an “Uncommitted 
to any Presidential Candidate” 
lever. 

In the contest for Unitea 
States Senator, A. Robert Kauf¬ 
man and B. Emerson Sweatt are 
challenging incumbent Paul S. 
Sarbanes. Congressman Steny 
Hoyer faces no Democratic op¬ 
position in the primary and, 
therefore, does not appear on 
the ballot. 

Fifty-six candidates (see list 
elsewhere in this issue) are com¬ 
peting for delegate and alternate 
seats to the Democratic National 
Convention in July. (The num¬ 
ber of delegates to be elected 
statewide varies from six to 
nine in each of Maryland’s eight 
districts, based on a formula in¬ 
volving population and the num¬ 
ber of Democrats voting in pre¬ 
vious elections. Also, the final 
counts of delegates statewide 
must be equally divided between 
men and women. The male and 
female delegate candidates are 
listed on the ballot in separate 
categories.) 

In the fifth district, Democrats 
can vote for no more than three 
female and no more than four 
male delegates. The top two fe¬ 
male and three male vote-getters 
will become delegates, while the 
runners-up will be alternates. (In 
the fourth district, for example, 
the numbers are reversed.) List¬ 
ed above each delegate’s name 
is the presidential candidate to 
whom the delegate is commit¬ 
ted. Some delegates are desig¬ 
nated as uncommitted. 

Several Greenbelters are run¬ 
ning as delegates. Keith Cher- 
nikoff is committed to Michael 
Dukakis, Diane M. Cameron and 
Thomas X, White are pledged to 
Gary Hart; Jams M. Hugey will 
support Paul Simon; and Lisa 
Joy Ross is uncommitted. An¬ 
other delegate hopeful is Jesse 
Jackson supporter Virginia 
Beauchamp of College Park (not

City Explores Possible 
Funding Source for Center

The Greenbelt City Council and representatives of the 
Roosevelt Center businesses met in a worksession on Feb¬ 
ruary 9 to explore a possible new funding source for Center 
ac ti v itics. 

Ted Abernathy of the Prince Georges County Economic 
Development Agency explained the general workings of a 
Commercial District Management Authority (CDMA). The 
Authority, which would require city legislation in order to 
be established, would be funded by a tax or mandatory fee 
imposed on the businesses and property owners in the cen¬ 
ter. AH revenues raised would be used for center activities 
related to marketing, promotion, esthetics or security. 

mize the benefits. 

Several possible uses were 
suggested. Abernathy described 
what other CDMA’s had done, 
including staging special events, 
distributing discount coupon 
books, holding city fairs and im¬ 
proving lighting. Steve Wright 
suggested seeking out new ten¬ 
ants. Councilmember Antoinette 
Rram suggested special decor¬ 
ative or holiday lighting. 

While many CDMA’s use the 
funds for esthetic improve¬ 
ments, Edwards saw few im¬ 
provements possible. He said 
that the city-owned areas are 
well maintained, but saw little 
that could be done with the pri¬ 
vate property in need of repairs, 
such as facades, short of condem¬ 
nation. 

Under state law CDMA’s can¬ 
not own, condemn or sell pro¬ 
perty. However, Abernathy de¬ 
scribed some Baltimore CDMA s 
where the city agreed to per¬ 
form the necessary condemna¬ 
tions. 

The councilmembers stressed 
that no further actions would 
be taken towards establishing a 
CDMA without clear indication 
that the businesses in the cen et 
wanted it. Councilmember Ed¬ 
ward Putens called it a unique 
tax where the businesses c\n 
use the *nxes they generate for 
their own benefit.

Abernathy said that CDMA's 
were modeled after the merch¬ 
ants’ associations at suburban 
malls, which all merchants must 
join. He described a CDMA as 
a situation where everyone ben¬ 
efits and everyone pays. 

However, attorney Bill Ed¬ 
wards said that the professional 
groups located in the Profes¬ 
sional Building would receive 
fewer benefits from promotional 
activities than the center merch¬ 
ants. But Linda Callahan ar¬ 
gued that the professionals will 
benefit. She said that if the 
center is not revitalized, the 
professionals will have difficulty 
attracting clients. Abernathy 
said that professionals are gen¬ 
erally assessed a lower fee than 
merchants are, in recognition of 
the lesser benefits received. 

Currently there are six CD¬ 
MA’s in Baltimore, and one each 
in College Park and Takoma 
Park, according to Abernathy. 
He said that it generally takes 
several years to establish a CD¬ 
MA. The local enabling legisla¬ 
tion established the constraints, 
regulations and fees for the CD¬ 
MA. None of the existing CD¬ 
MA’s have as few businesses as 
the Roosevelt Center. 

Assistant City Manager Mich¬ 
ael McLaughlin estimated that 
up to $15,COO could be raised if 
a tax of 20 cents per square foot 
were assessed on all Roosevelt 
Center businesses. However, this 
figure includes assessments on 
the post office and several vacant 
businesses, and does not vary the 
fee for different types of busi¬ 
nesses. (Municipal governments 
generally cannot tax agencies of 
the federal government, such as 
the Postal Service.) 

Joe Timer was concerned about 
how the money would be spent 
and bow much input the merch¬ 
ants would have concerning 
spending decisions. He suggest¬ 
ed that since $15,000 is a limited 
amount of money, expenditures 
should be planned over a multi¬ 
year period, in order to maxi—

Greenbelt Pool Gets 
A Whole New Look 

The outdoor pool is getting a 
complete facelift for the upcom¬ 
ing 1988 season as a result of 
the 1985 Bond Referendum. To 
meet the swimming needs of rec¬ 
reational swimmers and Green- 
belts competitive swim team, 
the pool facility will undergo 
extensive new and exciting de¬ 
sign changes as proposed by 
City Council, staff and residents 
of the City of Greenbelt. 

Highlighting these changes 
will be the unique beach end of 
the pool. Entrance into the pool 
will now be no hardship what¬ 
soever as a gently sloped pool 
bottom gives easy access to 
deeper water. 

For the more adventurous at 
heart, a new granite bouldeT 
slide will be built to make a 
“splash" into the pool. A spec¬ 
tacular waterfall will cascade 
water on people's heads. 

Competitive programs will 
take no back seat to the overall 
design of this pool as a 25 meter 
bulkhead has been installed, for 
Greenbelt's active swim team. It 
is enhanced by a new rim flow 
gutter system for greater com¬ 
petitive speeds. A new baby pool 
has been constructed. 

The grand opening of the mu¬ 
nicipal pool will be Saturday, 
May 28. Special events and en¬ 
tertainment are planned. Pool 
brochures will be mailed to all 
residents for the 1988 Season 
Pass.

Honored at Reception 

At a reception on Wednesday 
evening, February 24, the city 
of Greenbelt honored the many 
citizen volunteers and city staff 
as well as those from outside 
Greenbelt, whose work helped to 
create the 50th anniversary cele¬ 
bration. The reception was held 
in the American Legion hall, 
which had been the site of sever¬ 
al earlier events of that year¬ 
long festival, among them the 
complimentary luncheon for 
members of the original Green¬ 
belt families. During the even¬ 
ing the city council and city 
manager Jim Giese hosted a 
light buffet for those honored 
and their guests and then passed 
out individual certificates of ap¬ 
preciation. 

Those receiving awards were 
called up as committees or work 
groups, with certificates being 
presented to the members of 
each group by a member of the 
city council. Mayor Gil Weiden- 
feld and councilmembers Toni 
Bram, Tom White, and Ed Pu- 
tens all participated.

“If you've been wondering 
what happened to Maryland's 
windfall from federal tax reform, 
most of the answer in inside 
your 1987 Maryland income tax 
packet,” according to State Com- 
troller Louis L. Goldstein. 

State income taxpayers will 
find tax breaks totaling nearly 
$82 million when they begin fill¬ 
ing out their 1987 tax returns. 
New, higher personal exemption 
and standard deduction amounts; 
a new head of household filing 
status; a new earned income 
credit; a unique capital gains 
benefit and important changes 
for senior citizens are all part 
of the way the General Assemb¬ 
ly restructured Maryland's in¬ 
come tax law. 

The new personal exemption 
has been increased to $1,000 
from the previous $800. 

‘The extra exemption claimed 
by elderly and blind taxpayers 
in the past has been replaced by 
an extra $800 standard deduction 
for each qualifying taxpayer and 
spouse,” Goldstein added. 

Maryland's standard deduction 
increased to 15% of the adjust¬ 
ed gross income, from the pre¬ 
vious 13%, with new minimum 
and maximum levels. With the 
new standard deductions more 
people will be able to file simp¬ 
ler, standard deduction returns 
this year. 

Goldstein said that Maryland 
has now adopted the head-of- 
household filing status, which 
has appeared on the federal re¬ 
turn in previous years. 

Maryland now has an earned 
income credit, equal to one-half 
of the federal tax credit, with 
the same qualifications. “Taxpay¬ 
ers who qualify for this credit 
can reduce their state tax as 
much as $425.50, but cannot re¬ 
duce their tax below zero,” Gold¬ 
stein said. 

While treatment of capital 
gains has changed dramatically 
on the federal return, Maryland 
allows taxpayers to subtract 40% 
of their net capital gains from 
their Maryland taxable income. 
A new form 502CG is included in 
the state tax packet. 

The tax packet itself has been 
redesigned from cover to cover 
to help taxpayers. The new gold 
shades in the forms help disting¬ 
uish them from federal forms. 

“We've added charts to help 
taxpayers in a number of ways,” 
Goldstein said. Senior citizens 
who usually itemize deductions 
should also figure their tax us¬ 
ing the new, higher standard de¬ 
duction and compare. 

This year taxpayers can item¬ 
ize deductons on the Maryland

return only if they itemize on 
the federal return. They must 
include a copy of their complet¬ 
ed federal Schedule A with their 
Maryland return. 

“Considering the impact of 
federal tax reform, new Mary¬ 
land legislation and the rede¬ 
signed state forms and instruc¬ 
tions, taxpayers have a lot to 
think about on their state return. 
But if you need help we're only 
a phone call or quick visit away,” 
promises Goldstein. The toll free 
number for state tax assistance 
is 1-800-MD TAXES. 

Maryland income tax offices of¬ 
fer free state tax assistance 
Monday through Friday, from 
8:30 a.m. until 4:30 p.m., in¬ 
cluding all state holidays be¬ 
tween now and the filing dead¬ 
line, Friday, April 16. 

“Tax experts will answer ques¬ 
tions, provide necessary state 
forms, double-check calculations 
and even complete the Maryland 
return free of charge as long as 
you bring a completed copy of 
your federal return and all W-2 
statements,” Goldstein said. 

The addresses and telephone 
number of all 15 Maryland in¬ 
come tax offices are listed on the 
back of the state tax packet and 
in most local telephone director¬ 
ies.

On the Republican side, the 
presidential candidates are 
George Bush, Alexander Haig, 
Robert J. Dole, Jack Kemp, Pi¬ 
erre du Pont and Pat Robert¬ 
son. (The withdrawal of Haig 
and du Pont came too late to de¬ 
lete their names from the bal¬ 
lot.) 

Pitted against each other for 
the nomination in the U. S. Sen¬ 
ate race are a field of nine hope¬ 
fuls - James Gordon Bennett, 
Monroe Cornish, Herbert Rosen¬ 
berg, Thomas L. Blair, Patrick 
L. McDonough, John C. Webb, 
Jr., Albert Ceccone, Horace Stu¬ 
art Rich and E. Robert Zarwell. 

The Congressional contest will 
see John Eugene Selin er and 
Gregory K. Washington vying 
for the nomination. 

Twenty-one Republicans (see 
list) are competing for delegate 
seats at the Republican National 
Convention in August. Male and 
female delegates are listed to¬ 
gether under one category on 
the ballot. Some have the pre¬ 
sidential candidate to whom they 
are committed listed above their 
names. Others are listed with¬ 


out any designation. Republi¬ 
cans do not have the option of 
voting for “uncommitted" dele¬ 
gates. 

In the Fifth Congressional 
District, Republicans may vote 
for no more than three dele¬ 
gates. The winners will choose 
their own alternates. 

Registration Down 

Democratic registration in 
in Greenbelt exceeds that of the 
Republicans 2.6 to 1. In 1984 
the margin was 2.8 and in 1980 
and 1976 Democrats had a 3 to 
1 eldge. 

Some 4,551 Democrats and 1,- 
753 Republicans are eligible to 
vote next Tuesday in Greenbelt, 
Since 1934, Democratic and Re¬ 
publican registration sustained a 
significant decline in the city's 
four precincts - the Democrats 
down by 25.7%, the Republicans 
by 18.8%, At the same time, 
the drop in registration for the 
Democrats in the county and in 
the congressional district was 
minimal while the „ Republicans 
registration showed a slight in¬ 
crease over 1984 at both govern¬ 
mental levels.

Turnout 

In the May 1984 presidential 
primary, 44.3% of Greenbelt's 
Democrats voted and 21.7% of 
the Republicans. In the 1980 
primary the Republicans' turn¬ 
out was higher - 41.9% of the 
eligible voters - while 40% of 
the city's registered Democrats 
voted. The 1976 presidential pri¬ 
mary brought out 51% of the 
registered Democrats and 39% 
of the Republicans. At that time 


there were only three precincts 
in the city. Precinct 13 in 
Greenbelt East had not yet been 
established.

According to the county's 
Board of Elections, persons need¬ 
ing absentee ballots must now 
obtain them at the Board of El¬ 
ections office in Upper Marlboro.

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Report Outlines State's 
Goals in Recreation Lands 

Protection of the Chesapeake 
Bay, acquisition of land for rec¬ 
reation and open space, pre¬ 
servation of forest and agricul¬ 
tural land, and discouragement 
of urban sprawl are identified as 
high priority State policies in 
the FY 1988 Maryland Recrea¬ 
tion and Open Space Action Pro¬ 
gram. Governor William Donald 
Schaefer voiced his support of the 
goals of the Action Program. 

The Action Program lists ten 
policies to promote land preser¬ 
vation and recreation. Following 
each policy are listed the spe¬ 
cific actions which the State will 
take to implement the policy. The 
report assigned top priority to 
Chesapeake Bay matters. High 
priority was given to acquisition 
of land for recreation and open 
apace, preservation of forest and 
agricultural land, discourage* 
ment of sprawl development, 
support of private recreational 
investments, and tourism. 

The program was prepared in 
compliance with planning regula¬ 
tions of the U.S. National Park 
Service to provide the frame¬ 
work for the State's participa¬ 
tion in the Land and Water Con¬ 
servation Fund grants-in-aid 
program. As a result of the pro- 
gram, the State has received 
funds to buy land for State 
Parks, Natural Resource Man¬ 
agement Areas, and Wildlife 
Management Areas.

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Extra Tax Deduction Is 

Available to Seniors, Blind 

When completing their 1987 
federal income tax returns, tax¬ 
payers age 65 or older or blind 
may be missing an additional 
standard deduction of $1,210 for 
a single person to as much as 
$3,640 for a married couple fil¬ 
ing jointly. This could mean 
paying from $182 to $546 more 
in taxes than necessary. 

For 1987 the personal exemp¬ 
tion nearly doubled and is now 
worth $1900. However, the ex¬ 
tra exemption for being age 65 
or older, or for being blind was 
repealed by the Tax Reform Act 
of 1986. While most elderly and 
blind taxpayers seem to know 
that they are no longer allowed 
the additional exemption for age 
or blindness, a lot of these same 
taxpayers are missing out on the 
benefit that replaced it - an ex¬ 
tra standard deduction, which is 
$1,210 to $3,640 more than the 
regular standard deduction for 
those under 65 and not blind. 

The correct way to take ad¬ 
vantage of the dramatically in¬ 
creased standard deduction is to 
check the appropriate box or 
boxes in line 32a of form 1040 
or line 14a if filing from 1040A 
and then referring to the charts 
on page 16 of the 1040 instruc¬ 
tions or page 23 of the 1040A 
instructions. Depending upon fil¬ 
ing status (singe, married/joint, 
married/separate, or head of 
household) and the number of 
boxes checked (1, 2, 3 or 4), the 
charts will give the exact stand¬ 
ard deduction to place on line 
33b if filing the 1040, or on 
line 14d if filing the 1040A. As 
the chart shows, this increased 
standard deduction can range 
from $3750 to as high as $7400.
